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MARKET  REVIEW 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  on  July  2,  1970  announced  an  increase 
of  400,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the  determination  of  the  domestic 
sugar  requirements  (total  quotas)  bringing  the  total  to  a  record  11.6 
million  tons  for  the  1970  calendar  year.  A  press  release  detailing  the 
allocation  of  the  increased  quotas  appears  herein  beginning  on  Page  6. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  on  the 
basis  of  July  1,  1970  conditions,  forecast  a  U.S.  sugarbeet  crop  of  24.8 
million  tons,  11  percent  below  last  year's  record  crop  and  2  percent 
below  1968.  Average  yield  prospects  on  July  1  were  17.7  tons  per  acre 
compared  with  an  average  of  18.0  tons  in  both  1968  and  1969.  At  average 
sugar  extraction  rates  based  on  prior  years,  beet  sugar  production 
would  amount  to  about  3.3  million  short  tons,  raw  value,  or  only  about 
100,000  tons  less  than  from  the  1969  crop,  which  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
area  was  subject  to  the  worst  harvest  weather  in  memory. 

Mainland  sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed  in  1970  is  esti- 
mated at  about  13.7  million  tons,  about  two  million  tons  more  than  last 
year.  Acreage  for  harvest  is  expected  to  be  about  12  percent  larger.  At 
average  sugar  extraction  rates,  cane  sugar  production  in  the  mainland 
area  would  total  about  1.3  million  short  tons,  raw  value  -  635,000  tons 
for  Louisiana  and  630,000  tons  for  Florida.  This  compares  with  the  1969 
mainland  cane  crop  of  1,071,000  tons  --  539,000  tons  in  Louisiana  and 
532,000  tons  in  Florida. 

Cane  production  in  Hawaii  in  1970  is  estimated  as  11.4  million  tons, 
about  four  percent  more  than  last  year.  Acreage  harvested  is  estimated 
at  about  one  percent  above  that  of  last  year.  Progress  of  the  crop  has 
been  good.  Despite  some  dry  weather,  moisture  supplies  are  still 
adequate  and  harvest  operations  have  had  no  serious  interruptions  so  far 
this  year. 

In  Hawaii,  production  of  cane  sugar  through  July  11,  1970  totaled 
652,069  tons,  96o  basis.  In  1968,  production  of  sugar  through    July  13 
totaled  649,306  tons. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico     through     July    12,  1970 
amounted  to  455,000  tons ,96^^basis , compared  with  473,000  tons  during  the 
same  period  of  1969.  The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  averaged  7.734 
percent  this  year  compared  with  8.157  percent  last  year. All  but  two  of  the 
mills  had  completed  grinding.    Total  1970  crop  production  is  expected  to 
approximate  465,000  tons,  raw  value. 
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The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  Department  in  June  1970 
estimated  World  centrifugal  sugar  production  for  the  1969-70  crop  at 
79  million  short  tons,  raw  value  about  the  same  as  the  first  esti;- 
mate  made  last  December  and  about  five  percent  more  than  the  previous 
record  of  75.3  million  tons  produced  in  1968-69.  In  the  Western 
Hemisphere,  production  was  down  slightly  in  the  United  States  and 
Mexico  but  in  Cuba,  although  the  announced  goal  of  10  million  metric 
tons  (11  million  short  tons)  was  not  met,  production  was  estimated  at 
nine  million  short  tons,  or  73  percent  above  1968-69.  Asian  sugar 
production  was  up  about  nine  percent  over  the  previous  year  due  to 
record  crops  in  India  and  the  Philippines,  while  total  production  in 
Western  Europe  was  up  five  percent.  Production  was  lower  in  Eastern 
Europe,  the  U.S.S.R.  and  Oceania  because  of  unfavorable  weather 
conditions. 

Sales  of  sugar  by  all  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the 
continental  United  States  during  1970  continue  at  a      record  rate. 
Preliminarily  reported  deliveries  through  July  18  totaled  5,937,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  5,436,000  tons  during  this  period 
of  last  year.  Taking  into  account  constructive  marketings  !_/  which 
atyear-end  1968  totaled  217,000  tons  compared  with  40,000  tons  at 
year-end  1969  physical  deliveries  in  1970  through  July  18,  have  been 
about  324,000  tons  and  422,000  tons  larger  than  during  comparable 
periods  of  1969  and  1968. 

Regionally,  reported  distribution  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of 
destination  during  January-May  1970  were  up  9.8  percent  from  the 
corresponding  months  of  1969.  All  five  of  the  geographic  regions 
received  more  sugar,  with  the  West  increasing  the  most--16.1  percent. 
The  North  Central  region  had  the  next  largest  increase--13.9  percent- 
followed  by  the  mid-Atlantic  region  up  6.9  percent,  the  South  up 
5.7  percent  and  the  New  England  region  up  2.2  percent.  Individually, 
38  states  received  more  sugar  in  the  1970  period  while  12  states 
received  less. 

There  were  15  states  which  received  at  least  100,000  hundred- 
weight more  sugar  during  the  first  five  months  of  1970  than  in  these 
months  of  1969.  Illinois  had  the  largest  reported  increase  -- 
1,731,000  hundredweight  --  followed  by  California  with  an  increase 
of  1,203,000  hundredweight.  Much  of  the  year-to-year  difference  in 
the  deliveries  to  these  two  states  was  accounted  for  by  constructive 
deliveries.    Of    the  twelve  states  receiving  less  sugar,  the  range 

y  Sugar  sold  before  year's  end  but  physically  delivered  in  first  two 
months  of  following  year. 
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was  from  51,000  hundredweight  less  in  North  Carolina  to  1,000  hundred- 
weight less  in  each  of  the  four  states  of  Mississippi,  Alaska,  Nevada 
and  Wyoming. 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary 
distributors  as  of  June  27,  1970  totaled  2,077,000  short  tons,  raw 
value.  This  was  347,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  May  and 
319,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  June  a  year  ago. Beet  processors' 
stocks  of  1,076,000  were  262,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and 
74,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Cane  sugar  refiners  stocks  of 
raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  as  767,000  tons  on  June  27,  down 
35,000  tons  from  the  end  of  May  and  down  255,000  tons  from  the  end  of 
June  a  year  ago. 

Since  the  last  iissue  of  Sugar  Reports,  only  one  announced  change 
in  the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the 
several  geographic  regions  was  noted.  On  July  8  a  beet  sugar  processor 
announced  that  effective  the  same  day,  to  meet  unannounced  compe- 
tition, in  the  Chicago-West  region  the  industrial  products  basis 
price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  100-pound  paper  bags--the  basis  pack- 
was  being  reduced  .35  cent  per  pound  from  11.20  cents  to  10.85  cents 
per  pound.

The  average  U.S.  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  . 
5-pound  paper  bags  during  June  was  12.92  cents  per  pound, up  from  12.84 
cents  a  month  earlier  and  12.44  cents  during  June  a  year  ago. During 
the  first  six  months  of  1970  the  retail  price  averaged  12.72  cents 
compared  with  12.30  cents  per  pound  during  the  same  period  of  1969. 
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The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
as  reported  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  8.22 
cents  per  pound  during  June,  up  from  8.16  cents  during     May    and  7.74 
cents  during  June  a  year  ago.    The  spot  price  averaged  8.04  cants  per 
pound  during  the  first  six  months  of  1970  compared     with    7.75  cents 
during  the  same  months  of  last  year.    The  spot  quotation    during  June 
1970  was  steady  at  8.22  cents  per  pound.    On  July  1,  it  rose  to  8.25 
cents,  declined  to  8.20  cents  on  July  2  and  to  8.15  cents  on    July  7. 
On  Friday  July  17,  the  quotation  increased  to  8.18  cents  per  pound  but 
on  the  following  Monday  declined  to  8.14  cents.    As  of  July  23  the 
quotation  was  8,16    cents  and  for  the  period  July  1-23  averaged  8.16 
cents  compared  with  7.53  cents  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar,  f.o.b.  bagged  and  stowed  at 
greater  Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  8  contract) , averaged  3.82 
cents  per  pound  during  June  1970,  up  from  3.75  cents  in  May  of  this  year 
but  down  from  3.95  cents  in  June  of  last  year.  During  the  first  half  of 
1970  the  World  quotation  averaged  3.50  cents  per  pound,  slightly  below 
the  average  of  3.55  cents  during  the  first  half  of  1969.  For  the 

July  1-23  period,  the  quotation  for  World  sugar  sold  under  the  No.  8 
Contract  (bagged)  averaged'  3.89  cents  per  pound. During  this  same  period 
the  quotation  for  sugar  sold  under  the  No.  11  Contract  (bulk)  averaged 
3-.82  cents,  per  pound  oro,o7  cent  per  pound  less  than  the  No. 8  contract 
quotation.  The  differences  in  the  quotations,  which  primarily  reflect 
the  cost  of  bags  and  bagging,  averaged  .10  cent  per  pound  in  May,  .08 
cent  in  June  and  for  the  period  July  1-23  averaged  o.07  cent  per  pound. 
The  No.  11  Contract,  initiated  by  the  Exchange  on  May  5,  1970,  is  de- 
signed to  eventually  replace  the  No.  8  Contract.  So  far,  however, 
trading  in  the  new  contract  has  been  quite  light,  possibly  because  of 
speculators'  concern  over  changed  delivery  conditions. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1970  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


Sugar  requirements  and  quotas  increased 


The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  on  July  2,  1970  announced 
an  increase  of  400,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  in  the    determination  of 
the  domestic  sugar  requirements  (total  quotas)  bringing  that    total  to 
11.6  million  tons  for  this  calendar  year. 

The  quota  for  the  domestic  beet  sugar  area  is  increased  by  190,667 
tons  and  that  for  the  mainland  sugarcane  area  by  69,333  tons.  Quotas 
and  prorations  for  foreign  countries  are  increased  by  140,000  tons. 

Sales  of  refined  sugar  in  the  United  States  during  June  continued  at 
the  accelerated  rate  which  had  marked  the  earlier  months  of  the  year. 
Quota  sugar  from  several  countries  has  been  slow  to  arrive  this  year. 

This  development  has  made  it  desirable  to  increase  total  quotas  at 
this  time  of  peak  demand  in  order  to  raise  the  quotas  of  countries  with 
readily  available  sugar  which  they  are  willing  to  offer  for  immediate 
shipment.  This  action  will  also  encourage  other  countries  to  expedite 
their  shipments  in  order  to  avoid  having  so  much  of  their  sugar  arrive 
in  this  country  during  the  closing  months  of  the  year  when  the  demand 
for  off-shore  raw  sugar  will  have  abated.  This  action  will  also  provide 
ample  time  for  any  country  to  notify  the  Department  before  August  1  in 
the  event  it  cannot  fill  its  larger  quota,  including  deficit  prorations.
